"Why School Buildings Should be Replaced" 


ARTICLE XII. 


The School Board proposes, 1C the contemplated bond issue passes the will 


of the people, to remove three structures thereby taking care oi' the crowded con- 
ditions in the schools i'or some years to come, as well as removing three buildings 
which we believe to be a menace/to the children. 


It is as necessary at times,.lor a School Board to demolish) a school building, 


as it is for a private individual or manufacturer to demolish a plant. The public 
school buildings of Connellsville are today housing nearly 2,800 children. The 
parents of these children surely want them provided with plenty of fresh air, 
plenty of light, plenty of heat, and that equipment and those facilities for the pro- 
tection of health that are sought for in the most modest American home. 
i 


The law of Pennsylvania requires under penalty that the health and proper 


comfort of the children of the schools be safeguarded by the school authorities. 
The $11,000.00 which conies to the School District of the City of Connellsville out 
of the State Treasury this year, is conditioned upon the observance by the School 
Board of the requirements of the law. 


The Fourth Ward sctool building was erected in 18GS. 
A twelve-room building, 


designed according to the school and architectural standards of those days. It has 
served its purpose for forty-eight years. 
Its location, Fairview and Carnegie 


0,venues, is the logical location for a central school-building for that section of 
( 
the city, when we consider the population of that ward together with the proposed 
relieving of congestion in the high school and outlying districts. It has finally be- 
come necessary in the central part of the town to establish cooking, sewing, house- 
keeping, woodworking, and whatever other branches might be needed to meet 
the requirements of the children. (To centralize the mentioned special branches, 
being the most economical way.) 


In considering the plans for establishing these courses (most of which are now 


being carried on in the cellar of the Carnegie Library) the School Board had its 
choice. It could permit the old building to remain—but the old building was 
crowded to capacity and no room was available for the additional subjects. It 
should have had years ago, if it were possible to install (which we are told it was 
not) a new heating and ventilating system, new floors, new stairways, new 
plumbing, new toilets, and as we have said before it is so limited in space that 
none of the special rooms and facilities needed to meet special conditions could be 
provided. 
' 
; 


The Board has the other alternative.of tearing down this building, after its 


forty-eight years of service, and erecting in its place a new building that could bo 
planned without the necessity of adapting the plans of the new building to the 
out of date plans of the old one. 


The School Board is making this second choice, did as does the house owner,' 


who realizes that there is no economy, no satisfaction, and no comfort in enlarging 
his dwelling by adding to the rear of a weather beaten cottage a modern home 
with the new parts spoiled in an effort to accommodate itselt to the old. 


How immeasurably more important it is that the out of date school house 


should be supplanted by a building of modern design that provided for proper light, 
heat, fresh air and sanitary arrangements, and safe facilities for the education 
that is due the hundreds of children concerned. 


On the West Side, the Board could leave the 'old Fourth street and Seventh 
street structures stand and remain what they believe to be menaces to the health 
i 


and well-being of the children of Connellsville and the patrons ot the West Side 
schools. The buildings have stood there for many years, and were built according 
to-the architectural Ideas of the years past. The School Board has decided to put 
before the people the plan of giving the West Side children the same kind of 
equipment that the childern of the other sections of town can expect; namely, a 
central building, modern and fireproof in every way, a building containing plenty 
of light, heat, and air, with an auditorium, all of which the children, of the West 
Side have a right to expect. 


The Board believes that educational work cannot be as successfully done In 


antiquated, unsanitary, illy heated, poorly ventilated, firetraps, that are just now 
ready for large expenditures of money in repairs, as can be done in modern, well 
lighted, wtll ventilated, safe>buildings. 


If the buildings on the West Side were to be remodeled, they would at no 


time be equal to the modern demands upon them. The building of 1S6S and 1S75 
would last, even in'its repaired condition, only a comparatively lew years. 


In considering the,school building policy of a number of school boards, it were 


well to bear in mind that the present Board has an intimate knowledge ot the situ- 
ation. They have, as children, attended these same condemned buildings. That 
it has the same concern for the well- being of the pupils that the parents of those 
pupils have, and that the members of the Board, being taxpayers themselves, have 
no desire to pursue a policy that will add to their own taxes unless such action is 
absolutely demanded.
